Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any 
portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 8-1 1 and 25-28 are objected to because of the following items: 

a. Claim 8 recites the limitation "said high He coating" in line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that claim 8 
should depend from claim 7. 

b. Claims 9-1 1 depend from claim 8 and therefore include claim 8's deficiencies. 

c. Claim 25 recites the limitation "said high He coating" in line 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears that claim 8 
should depend from claim 24. 

d. Claims 26-28 depend from claim 25 and therefore include claim 25's deficiencies. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 17, 18 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Muzio, et al. (US 2002/0155359). 

Regarding claims 1 and 18, Muzio discloses "a frame (Fig. 2, ref.# 120) defining 
first and second opposing surfaces; a reticle (Fig. 2, ref.# 102) mated to said first 
opposing surface using magnetic coupling (Fig. 2, ref.# 1 14; paragraph 0039, lines 7-9); 
and a pellicle mated to said second opposing surface using magnetic coupling (Fig. 2, 
ref.# 124; paragraph 0037, lines 3-5; paragraph 0039, lines 7-9)." 

Regarding claims 17 and 34, Muzio discloses "wherein said frame includes a 
permanent embedded magnet." (Fig. 2, ref.# 1 14, 124) 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-16 and 19-33 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claims 2-16 and 19-33, the prior art does not teach or suggest a frame for a pellicle 
and mask that includes a high magnetic permeability coating.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure: 

Imamura (US 4,833,051), Ramamoorthy, et al. (US 2002/014285) and Klebanoff, et al. 
(US 6,492,067) each disclose a pellicle and a reticle that are attached to a frame using 
magnetic coupling.
